In a personal Intenrtew, the duplicate copy of the Form is removed and given to the applicant (or attomey or agent) at the conclusion of the intenrfew In the 
case of a telephonic intenriew, the copy is mailed to the applteanfs correspondence address either with or prior to the next official communication.

The Fornn also <»ntains a statement reminding the applicant of fiis responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

It is deslreabte ttiat the exarfgner orally remind the applicant of his obligation to record the substance of the interview in each case unless both applicant and 
examiner agree that the examinef wil! record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, or when It is adequately recorded on the 
Form or in an attachment to the Fonn, the examiner should check a box at the bottom.of the Fomi informing the applteant that tie need not supplement the Fonn bv 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the intenrfew. \ ' . . " \ ■

Ejaniiners are expected to carefully review the appllcanfs record of the substance of an intenrfew. If the record is not complete or accurate, the examiner will give the 
applicant one month from the date of the notifying letter to complete the reply and thereby avoid abandonment of the application (37 CFR 1 .135(c) ). 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

Applicant's summary of what took place at the Intenrfew shouW be carefuBy checked to delemiine the accuracy of any argument or statement attributed to the 
examiner during the Interview. If there Is an inaccuracy and it bears directly on the questton of patentabiUty. It should be pointed out in the next Office letter If the 
claims are allovrable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a lener setUng forth his or her version of the statement attributed to him. It the record Is ' 
complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indicaUon Interview record OIC on the paper recording the substance of the intenrfew along with the data and
